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The Pinkertons Defeated, the Mill 
Men Are Now Masters. 
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Arms in Hand They Await the Next Act 
in the Bloody Drama. — d 
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The People Refuse to Respond to the 
Sheriff's Call. 


COMPLETE LIST OF THE MEN WHO FELL 
IN THE CONFLICT. 


Terrible Punishment Inflicted Upon the 
Captive Guards by the Maddened 
Strikere—The Captured Men Shipped 
to New York To-Day—Pen Picture of 
Yesterday’s Scenes on the Battle- 
field—Where the Arms Oame From— 
Funeral Knells at Homestead—Car- 
negie’s Ultimatum. 
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HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 7.—Last night was 
one of watchfulness, though of suppressed 
excitement, in Homestead. The extraordl- 
nary events of the day before and a thorough 
Victory told onthe spirits of themen. The 
“guards were established, as usual, but the 
majority of themen went home. It wasa 
‘singular sight, too. During the day a num- 
ber of persons had been killed outright and 
fifty wounded, yet when the day closed prac- 
tical peace reigned. 

At9o’clock at night not thirty men fre- 
mained in front ofthe rink where the pickets 
were caged. A report was received that the 
Little Bill was coming up the riveragain, and 
then another that there was a barge coming 
from Pittsburg. -The guard on the giver bank 
was doubled; the other men slept in confi- 
dence that the company was too thoroughly 
thwarted to at once send more men, Be- 
sides, the strikers think it exceedingly im- 
probable thatthe firm could get more men 
just now for guard duty. 

It is certain that this morning many homes 
in Homestead are arsenals, for the men cap- 
tured 500 rifles in the barges, and they know 
how to use them, too, now, and will if other 
men are brought here. They do’ not them- 
selyes look upon this as a decisive contest 
and they expect other battiés. ‘Tne ctitef 
event of the night was the removal of the 
Pinkertons to Pittsburg. 

ON A MIDNIGHT TRAIN. 

Tt was about midnight when a special train 
on the Pittsburg, Virginia & Charleston Ralil- 
road brought up six empty coaches anda 
deputy sheriff. President Weihe and Presi- 
dent-elect Mail Gariand had been looking ior 
the train, and they were anxiously expecting 
it, for the keeping of the guards here another 
day would have been dangerous. When the 
train arrived about 100 men had gathered 
about the track. 

Inside the Pinkertons were in deadly fear 
of another outbreak and possibly lynchingr. 
Their fear increased when about forty of the 
sturdiest steel workers entered the hall. The 
crowd outside was not good humored, but 
it was quiet. Aleader ofthe men came out 
and said: 

**Boys, we are going to send the Pinkertons 
away. Many claim they were deceived in 
coming here. They are all hurt and crippled, 
and many dangerously so; do not repeat the 
scenes of this afternoon. We want to hit 
from the shoulder here; none of the men who 
went tothe front yesterday hit unarmed peo- 
ple from the rear as cowards did this after- 
noon.’’ ati: 

A voice from the crowd, 
we'll protect them,’’ 

President Weile miafle a speech in a similar 
strain, and asked assistance for the crippled 
guards. This was offered. 

The guards came out pale and apprehen- 
Sive, but not one was molested on his way to 
thetrain. Then, as it pulled out, three 
hearty cheers were given, and the crowd dis- 
persed. Afterthat Homestead went asleep 
until this morning. 

WHAT WILL BE THE NEXT #&TEP? 

The town was strangely quiet as the 
morning broke, and continwed s0 as 
the day grew. It is the gqniet of re- 
Nection—the sober afterthought of deter- 
mined but not unreasonable men. The 
leaders are wondering what wll be the next 
Step. Themen are bathing their wounds or 
making preparations to bury their dead. Ex- 
cept for large crowds of sightseers, the town 
would be more than normally still. The lead- 
ers of the men propose at once to have the 
fence on the Carnegie property rebuilt, and 
also to tepair all other damage caused by 
yesterday’s riot. This will be donesoas to 
prevent any suits for damages from the com- 
pany. The old guards were secured by the 
men and placed on duty to again look after 
the company’s interests. 

There is much surprise here over the re- 
ported release by the Sheriff of the Pinkerton 
guards. When the men agreed not to kiil the 
guards it was with the understanding that 
the guards shouid be placed in jail until in- 
formations for murder could be sworn out 
againstthem. The report of their release 
excited much angry @iscussion at first, but 
this was quieted when it was remembered 
that ifthe men appeared as witnesses they 
would themselves be liable to prosecution for 
riot, Severalof the leaders expressed relief 
over the release and believed that there 
would be no legal complications arise, 

The callofthe Sheriff, for a posse was re-

ceived here with good-natured derision. The 


menare confident that the sympathy of the 
Citizens of the county is so much with them 
that no good man would volunteer. They de- 
Clare that had the guards not come here 
there would bave been no violence. Asan 
evidence of their sinceritya committee of 
three went through the works at an darly 
hour this Morning and curled up ropes and 
hose, took down all barricades and removed 
Sofar as possible all evidences of the con- 
fict. 
, . The mils yard was absolutely deserted when 
_ your representative visited it. A few flat- 


Pinkerton men, after having been looted and 


set on fire, were shoved from the river bank, 
and the charred hulks floated down the river 
pursued only by camera fiends. 

Homestead is waiting, waiting confidently 
and sternly, The men are confident of 
power, andwhile they are determined to 
preserve the peace locally, they will brook 
no outside interference. They look upon the 
dead as a covenant obliging them to hold the 
Homestead mill for Homestead workmen, 

WHERE THE ARMS CAME FROM, — 

Just how the strikers were so well armed in 
so short a time was a puzzle, One of the men 
last evening said that there were scattered 
around among the mill workers about 180 fine 
Winchester rifles as relicsof the:strike in 
1889, and atthe first shot being fired a rush 
was made forthese. At the same time mes- 
sengers were dispatched to Braddock, re- 
turning with 250 guns. The Hibernian Rifles, 
he said, also contributed quite a number of 
rifles. The cannon was one of 
the two owned by the local 
Grand Army post. This wasthe one on the 
north side ofthe river. The one stationed 
on the Homestead side of the water burst 
with the first discharge, but no one was in- 
jured. For fearthe Homestead merchants’ 
stock should not suffice, the strikers sent 
men to Pittsburg forammunition, and by 11 
o’clock the Homestead men were abundantly 
supplied. When the Pinkertons surrendered, 
272 Winchesters were surrendered also. Last 
night there were no fewer that 900 repeating 
rifles in the hands of the Homestead people, 
together with a large supply of ammunition. 
The majority of the spoils from the Pinker- 
ton’s armory were of the 44 calibre, but many 
52-calibre guns were also found. 

The men are looking around for traitors in 
their ranks, and it is stated that at least two, 
who kept insurgents informed of the recep- 
tion awaiting¢them, have been spotted. ‘The 
statement was made to the PostT- DISPATCH 
representative this morning by a gentleman 
who speaks from authority, that a well 
known citizen of Homestead, but not an iron- 
worker, had helped to ship the Pinkerton 
guards on the barges at Wood’s Run, and had 
come part way upthe river with them. He 
refused to divulge his name. 

The listof the killed and injured of the 
Homestead workers is at last complete. 
There were four killed outright by the 
Pinkerton bullets, and others died in the 
evening, Eleven were injured, sixof whom

To-day your representative, accornpanied 
by a committee of men, madeatourof the 
works, On every side evidence of yester- 
day’s fierce conflict was visible. At the 
water’s edge fragments of a freight car were 
to be seen, the burned barges having broken 
away from their moorings and gome adrift. 
Tite ropes holding the barges in check were 
burned and the cargo of flame, for such it 
was, went down the Monongahela, and the 
last of the fleet which was the qause of the 
great battle was seen to lodge itself right 
in the center of the stream near the Home- 
stead water works. 

At3 a. m. a committee of picket] men made 
a thorough round of the works. Not a de- 
partment or single hiding place was over- 
looked. A search was made in every avail- 
able place in an endeavor to, locate any 
armed guards, who, during the scrimmage, 
might have escaped and sought 
quarters in the recesses of the 
great plant. The search was  con- 
pleted but not aman wasto beseen, When 
the committee was perfectly assured that 
there was not a man concealed in any part 
of the works, it immediately retired to the 
general headquarters and there action was 
taken which goes to show how the men have 
endeavored to preserve peace. 

In substance the committee decided to 
place in the works every, watchman em-

The speaker of the 
workers told the crowd there were six dead 
men on the boat. Only one was taken off 
and that was the body of Thomas Welden, 
who was accidentally shot during the scuffle 
with one of the mill workers’ guns, who was 
trying to take his Winchester. He died while 
being taken off. 

Burgess McLuckie was seen and said if 
| there were any bodies on the boat they must 
surely have been purned, but he doesnot 
think there were any dead men on the boat 
at the time of the surrender. They were tak- 
en away by the Little Bill. Some of the peo- 
ple say there are at least two Pinkerton men 
at the bottom ofthe river. Wm. Foy, who 
was shot through the left side during the first 
skirmish, cannot live through the day. 
Joseph Zsibo died at the South Side Hospital. 

TOLLING BELLS. 

The funeral knell tolied this afternoon and 
three of the victims of yesterday’s riot were 
laid in their graves. Many joined in the saa 
and impressive exercises andthe comrades of 
the men who died shed tears over the fate of 
their brothers. There) are three freshly 
filled graves that contain the remains of 
John Morris, Silas Wein and Peter Fares. 
The funeral of the latter took place from the 
Methodist Ohurch &t 2:30 o’clock. The 
church was crowded and the local lodges of 
the Knights of the Pythiasand the I, 0.

CARNEGIE’S ULTIMATUM, 


THE HOMESTEAD WILL HENCEFORTH-BE A NON- 
UNION MILL. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 7.—Secretary Lovejoy 
of the Carnegie Steel Co. said this afternoon: 
‘*The Amalgamated people who committed 
these overt acts will probably find them- 
selves in a very bad hole, for when the 
proper time arrives a number of them will be 
arrested on a charge of murder, and I need 
scarcely say there will be no lackof evi- 
dence. It will be overwhelming. I 
think that the national officers of the Amalga- 
mated Association have a heavy burden of 
responsibility to bear in this case, for timely 
action and prudent counsel on their part 
would in my opinion have gone far towards 
preventing this trouble. 

‘*This outbreak settled one matter forever, 
and thatis that the Homestead mill here- 
after will be run by non-union men and our 
company will never again recognize the 
Amalgamated Association or any other 
labor organization. The Homestead 
trouble will doubtless also have the effect of 
influencing other mills heretofore union to 
become non-union and thus free themselves 
from dictation of labor unions. I also con- 
sider that this riot by the accedited members 
ofthe Amalgamated Association will be its 
death blow. It will certainly go far to 
aleniate the sympathy and good wishes of the 
best people inthe community. The report 
that Mr. Frick is guarded by detectives is not 
true. There is no necessity whatever for 
such precaution, as nobody is coming to 
Pittsburg to commit any overt act.’’ 


SHERIFF M’CLEARY POWERLESS. 


THE PEOPLE OF ALLEGHENY COUNTY REFUSE 
TO SERVE AS DEPUTIES. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 7.—Sheriff McCleary, 
in addition to his proclamation of last even- 
ing calling on all good citizens to appear 
armed at his office this morning, sent outa 
number of personal summons to the same 
effect early to-day. Notwithstanding this, 
however, when the Sherif? was ready at 9 
o’clock to receive volunteers there were very 
fewonhand. Butone man not personally 
summoned was on the ground, and no others 
have reinforced this one.

Legisiation, he thought, would be enacted to 
do away with the practice.

CAPITULATION OF THE PINKERTON GUARDS— 
TERRIBLE TREATMENT. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 7.—When the Pinker- 
tons yesterday afternoon found that they 
could not land, and that they were caught on 
the river in their barges like rats in a trap 
between two fires, they wisely concluded to

SENT TO NEW YORK, 

Pitrssurec, Pa., July 7.—The five car loads 
of Pinkerton detectives who came to Pitts- 
barg from Homestead duringthe night were 
sentto New York by specialtrain on the 


Pennisylvania Railroad at 10 o’clock this 


morning. After the last lot of injured, 
twenty-five in number, had been taken to 
the West Pennsylvania Hospital,* the re- 
mainder lay under the Seventeenth street in- 
cline securely quartered in their ‘cars with 
curtains tightly drawn, At9:30a. m. an en- 
gine and express car steamed up to Twenty- 
eighth street, where provisions for the Pink- 
ertons were obtained. They were fed after 
the special train left the yards. The men 
inside the cars presented a sorry sight with 
their bandaged heads and arms. Nothing 
could exceed their impatience to get away, 
and they were crazy for paper® to get an 
idea of the situation at Homestead. 

‘*Why can’t we get out of this?’’ said one 
Pinkerton man as he poked his head out ofa 
window. 

*‘*Will we never get away?’’ 

The expression Was only one of many Said 
John Matthews, of New York, who_was 
amongthe party: ‘‘I never want to go back 
to Homestead and I hope we may get out of 
Pittsburg soon. No description could fit our 
condition inside the barges. It Wasa verit- 
able hell. 1 taid on my back for hours in 
momentary fear of getting a bullet through 
my head. We expected to be killed if we 
had to stay inside untilnight. The abuse we 
goton the street was the most inhuman I 
ever experienced or witnessed, and I have 
been a detective for twenty years.’’ 

A number of city detectives were in the vi- 
cinity of the cars all morning, not to make 
any arrest of the Pinkertons, but as Supt. 
O’ Mara said, to see thatno one interfered 
withthem. The ratiway officials dented any 
knowledge of wherethe prisoners would be 
taken, but that their destination is New York 
is certain. 


FACING CERTAIN DEATH. 


THRILLING STORIES TOLD BY SOME OF,THE CAP- 
TURED PINKERTONS. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 7.—Among those res- 
cued from the barges was a tall, smooth- 
faced young man named Atkinson, who gave 
this account of his experience as a Pinkerton 
detective: 

‘*‘My home is in New York City. lama 
member of one of the leading military com- 
panies there. Being out of work I answered 
an advertisement for Watchmen. I was told 
that I would be paid $15a week and boarded 
free ofcos:. I accepted the place. When I 
got to the train I found nearly a hundred men 
who had also been engaged as private watch- 
men. We weretold that we were to gotoa 
little country town, but nothing was said ofa 
strike. We were led to believe that we were 
to have an easy time of it. None of us knew 
where we were going. | 

‘*We were taken to Buffalo,’Rochester, Erie, 
Youngstown, Ohio, and finally put off the 
train at Pittsburg, but we had no idea where 
we were. Wewere marched to the barges 
which were soon started up the river, towed 
by two steamers, We had not proceeded far 
when the boats came to astop and we heard 
firing. Then it was that we were handed 
guns and told that we must fight for our 
lives. This was the first intimation that we 
had of the character of the work for which 


we bad been engaged. Many ofthe men re- 
Yused to obey the orders to use the guns. Not 
a few made a rush for the steamers, but 
found that they hadcut loose and that there 


’ Wasno possibile chance of escape from the 


trap. 

all night long we were ina state of terror 
and, when day came, and we saw the armed 
and determined-looking men on the river 
banks and heard the roarof the cannon and 
saw men bieeding and dyingall around us 
our feelings can better be imagined than de- 
sertbed. There were about fifty trained Pink- 
erton menon the barges who seemed to be 
doing alithe firing. With blanched faces 
strong men plea‘ied with those in comman 
torunupafiagof true, but they would not 
listen to it. 

‘*When we found that the fight was to con- 
tinue, many of those on board thfew down 
their arms and hid beneath cots, mattresses, 
ete. By lying on ourstomachs wecould see 
everything that was taking place on shore, 
When we saw that preparations were being 
made toburn the barges by throwing oll 
upon them not oneof us expected to get 
away ahve. Even thosein command grew 
nervous, but still they would not give up. 

‘‘It was then that I made preparations to 
kill myself. lloaded my revoiver and made 
up My mind to blow out my brains should the 
boat be set on fire. lam just as positive that 
not less than a dozen of our men committed 
suicide during the day as I amthatIam 
standing here. 

**i saw four men jumpinto the water and 
sink, and I have been told that several others 
made away with themselves in the same way. 
They went over the side of the boat farthest 
from shore, and could not be seen by the men 
in the mill yard. The pleading of some of 
thé older men, who said they had families, 
was enough to move the hardest heart. but it 
was not until those in command saw that to 
remain on the boats until after nightfall 
meant sure death that they agreed to the de- 
mands of the men and sent out word that 
they were ready to surrender, 

**As a member of a military company I 
have seen sham battles, and have had some 

retty — experiences, but that was ail 

eather-ved soldiery “ee ee with whatlI 
Have gone through uring the past 
day and night. I will sever again 
accept a soft snap as watchman unless I know 
exactly what lam going to do.’’

***You’ll — ar die, You cant’t get out of 
here alive unless you fight your way out.’ 

‘When I repeated this to the men they 
were very indignant. It was then suggested 
that the ropes be cutand we let the el ge 
float down the river. The Captain learned of 
this and he would not permit it to_ be 
done, saying he would kill the frst 
man who attempted to cut the ropes. All 
day long we pleaded with those in command, 
butin vain. Finally when we saw prepara- 
tions were being made to burn the barges 
we decided toact P gpa sy eb About fifty o 
us got together and we resolved to make a 
final plea for deliverance from our awfal 

sition and if we were refused to throw the 

eaders, about ten in number, overboard and 
take things in our own hands. 

‘*When we made this demand the command- 
er saw that we were very much in earnest 
and they agreed to surrender. The way we 
were brought here, caged like so many rats 
inatrap and then deserted, was the most 
cruel plece of work lever heard of. It was 
barbarous. Many of the men had valises and 
trunks filled with clothing. Ali this has been 
destroyed. Weare without money and far 
from home, and had it not been for the mer- 
ciful action ofthe leaders of the workmen 
here I do not know what would have become 
ofus. We have not had anything to eat since 
yesterday evening. 

‘*The men who misrepresented matters to 
usjand afterward left us to die do not deserve 
to be callea men; they are cowards. They 
deliberately cut off our only means of escape 
when they took the steamers away from the 
barges.. The men who are locked out of the 
milis and who are fighting for their 
rights are far more honorable than the 
wretches who so cruelly deceived us. In the 
crowd on the boats were ten ortwelve Pink- 
erton menin uniform, but what became of 
them when we surrendered I do not know. 
They must have escaped forI do not see one 
ofthem here. Idonot know how they got 
away. 

‘*‘Yes, I am satisfied that several men 
drowned themselves when they saw the boats 
were to be burned.’’ 

A gentleman who boarded the barges im- 
mediately after the surrender found a num- 
ber of letters and postal cards written by the 
deputies, when they thought they could not 
possibly escape. Some of these missives were 
written by husbands to their wives and were 
couched in the most tender terms.

THE BATTLEFIELD. 


HOW IT LOOKED DURING ALULL IN YFSTER- 
DAY’S ENGAGEMENT. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 7.—A reporter vis- 
ited the scene of the skirmish at 2:30 p. m. 
yesterday and remained for half an hour 
within the workmen’s lines. The Pittsburg, 
McKeesport & Youghiogheny tracks from 
Homestead to theriver bridge were thronged 
with curious people, either going to or com- 
ing from the scene. At the Homestead end 
of the bridge isa large platform, which of- 
fered a splendid view of the forces of work- 
men, but the boats containing the Pinker- 
tons were hidden from view as they went by 
the pumping station of the steel works. By 
walking out fifty feet on the bridge one 
could see the ends of the Pinkerton boats, 
but in taking this look he got within rifle 
.range and made himself a target fora Pin- 
kerton rifle. But many heeded not the warn- 


ings of those who understood the situation 
and walked out upon the bridge to get a look 
at the boat and some of them were chased 
back by whistling bullets. , 

Directly in under the bridge and behind a 
large piece of iron were seated sharpshoot- 
ers, who waited with cocked guns for one of 
the intruders to make himself a target. 
Occasionally he would geta shot, and with 
deliberation he would aim and pull the trig- 
ger. Butthere was nothingto indicate that 
the bullet had taken effect. By dodging be- 
hind several objects the visitor was enabled 
to'‘get inside the workmen’s fortifications 
without exposing himself within rifle range. 

Once inside, a scene was presented which 
would make a veteran feel youns and want 
to take a band in theconfiict. Two or three 
hundred men were inside the steel-works 
yards, congregated about an open-hearth 
furnace. Behind a pile of steel beams were 
seated the sharpshooters, armed with shot- 
guns, rifies, muskets, revolvers and shooting 
irons of every description. They were so 
located that they could get a gaod view of 
the enemy from behind their fortifications 
and fire at them without exposing them- 
selves to view at any point. In fact there 
were few, ifany, shots returned from the 
boats, andthe firing was all done by the 
workmen. 

The canonading was kept up continually, 
but only smal. pieces of steel were used for 
missiles and the damage done was not 
noticeable. Thenit takes an expert gunner 
to train a small cannon accurately, although 
it may be at short range. But shortly after 
29 o’clock a heavy charge was put into the 
cannon and when it was discharged the gun 
burst. Nobody was injured, although many 
were standing near by when it burst. But 
the gun was disabled permanently. After 
this the bombardment was kept up with 
guns and dynamite cartridges. 

These cartridges were prepared with a fuse 
which was lighted and then the cartridges 
were thrown over the bank toward the boats. 
Although they did not seem to work much 
damage, yet they made loud reports and 
certainly added to the error of 
the Pinkertons. One of the 
most significant moves being made at 
this time was the layine of a line of hose from 
a large tank tothe bank ofthe river. A reel 
of hose from the City Fire Department was 
obtained and allthe long and short pieces of 
hose that could be gathered upand spliced 
with pieces,of gas pipe were pressed into ser- 
vice. It was announced that the object was 
to throw oll upon the barges and then set fire 
tothem. It wasa horrible devi but the 
men, urged on by the remembrance of their 
fellow workmen who had been shot down in 
the morning, were determined, These pre- 
parations weré&Stillin progressat the time 
of the surrender.

THE INVADING ARMY. 


HOW THE PINKERTON FORCES WERE RE- 
CRUITED AND TAKEN TO HOMESTEAD. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 7.—According to the 
Carnegie Steel Co.’s statement, made by the 
Secretary, there were 300 men on the two 
barges. Itis stated onthe way up the river 
to Homestead about one hundred and fifteen 
men were dropped off the boats, leaving 
about one hundred and elghty-fivVve men at 
Homestead. 

Almost the entire 300 men came from Chi- 
cago, New York and Philadelphia. They 
were hired some days ago by the agents of 
the Carnegie Steel Co., and brought to Pitts- 
burg over the Pennsylvania Rallroad and the 
Fort Wayne Railroad. The New York men 
are supposed to have arrived onthe Chicago 
limited,and to have been dropped off the 
train a few miles below Allegheny. At this 
point the New York men are supposed to 
have met those from Chicago, and together 
they boarded the barges and were started on 
their trip to Homestead. Some were picked 
up in Allegheny and Pittsburg. 

What became of the 115 whg were dropped 
off the barges and taken on board the Little 


Bill-to Pittsburg fs not known. It is stated 
that these 115 men refused t9% stay, and in- 
sisted on being taken back. 

NEARLY ALL FROM CHICAGO. 

CuiIcaeco, lll., July 7.—Nearly all of the 
Pinkertons on the barges that the steamer 
Little Biull towed down the Monongahela at 
daybreak yesterday morning were from Chi- 
cago, One hundred and twenty-five men in 
command of J. G. Hoffman, a clerk in the 
Pinkerton Agency, left this city Sunday night 
over the Pennsylvania road for Homestead. 
There weve about twenty-five regular Pinker- 
ton specials in the party. The others were 
men who are not in the employ of the agency 
except when an occasion like this demands 
they should sent out of town. 
These men were not ‘‘reguiars’’ and 
were notified to report at the Pinkerton 
Agency Sunday evening ready foratrip to 
Pennsylvania. 

In order to make as little demonstration as 
possible the men went tothe station in twos 
and threes and quietly boarded the fast ex- 
press for Pittsburg. So secretly was the de- 
parture made that even the raliroad em- 
ployes did not notice anything out of the 
ordinary. 

The train arrived in Pittsburg Monday 
morning and the men. were marched to the 
agency’s headquarters. Another carload of 
Pinkertons went from this city Monday 
night. Zhere were 150 or 200 Pinkerton men 
from the East at Pittsburg, but only a few of 
them were on the barges. 

It was reported last night that 200 more 
Pinkertons would leave for Pennsylvania to- 


day. 

It was given out to-day that a detail of 
Pinkerton recruits will leave for the East this 
afternoon at 3 o’clock under the command of 
Charles. Nordrum, late Ohier of the Worid’s 
Fair Police, The utmost secrecy fs preserved 
both by authorities and men of the Pinker- 
ton force, and William Pinkerton last night 
refused to answer any questions putto him. 
Nevertheless it is an assured fact that the 
men are going, and last night numbers of 
them were imbibing Dutch courage and 
boasting of their achievements to come in 
down-town saloons. 

The fact that Charles Nordrum, is the 
leader of the Chicago Pinkertons,emphasizes

ALL FRICK’S FAULT. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 7.—Michael Hickey, 
President of the Western Branch of the 
Amalgamated Association, who has recently 
returned from Pittsburg, was seen to-day re- 
garding the Homestead troubles. He talked 
earnestly, but quietly, evidently weighing 
his words carefully. 

‘*That there would be trouble at Home- 
stead, we have feared for some time,’’ he 
said, ‘‘In this very room in May was 
sketched for mea picture ofthe scenes that 
are now occurring.

It is all dueto Frick, who took 
Abbott’s place as Chairman a year ago last 
June.

‘*‘When told that they had come to discuss 
the scale, he said that there was nothing to 
discuss. The scale presented by the company 
could be adopted or the men could quit work.

‘*There was no necessity for sending those 
Pinkerton men _  there,’’ continued Mr. 
Hickey, with the only heat he showed during 
the interview, ‘‘They have always shown 
themselves to be murderers, and they cannot 
be trusted. There wasno necessity for any 
one coming in.’’ 

‘*‘What wijl they doif the militia is called 
out?’’ 

‘‘They will be shot down. They will never

‘*What will be the effect of the Homestead 
trouble on the general situation?’’

WILL BE TESTED, 


Suit to Determine the School Board’s 
Right to Reject Lowest Bids. 


Messrs. Willlam M. and Andrew Anderson, 
composing the well-known building firm of 
Anderson Bros., have decided to test before 
the Supreme Court of the State the right of 
the School Board to award contracts for 
amounts over $100 to any bidder that suits 
their fancy, whether he may be the lowest | 
or the highest. Anderson Bros. intend to 
learn for the benefit of themselves 
and the entire building trade 
whether the lowest bidder has not 
some claims upon the award. 
The proceedings will be brought at an early 
day, butthe firm have not drawn in detail 
their plan of action, owing tothe absence of 
Mr. William M. Anderson at El Paso, Tex., 
where he has been for some time supervising 
the erection of a government building. He 
starts for St. Louis to-day, and on his arrival 
preparations for the filing of the suit 
will be made. It will be an _  act- 
ion for damages, probably fixed at 
$15,000, against the School Board for their 
award of the contract ofthe new High Sthool 
to James H. Keefe. Anderson Bros. submitted 
a bid, based upon the revised plans, for $196, - 
965. Keefe made a higher offer, but came 
within the $200,000 limit and got the award, 
Anderson Bros. hurriedly tried to preventa 
consummation of* the award as 
soon as they learned that the Building 
Committee had recommended Keefe. By their 
counsel they appeared before Judge Withrow 
several monthsago, about4 o’clockin the 
afternoon and asked fo@a writto restrain 
the board from making the award. Judge 
Withrow was averse to makinga decision 
becaus¢ he had not looked up the law on the 
point, Dut finally he said that Anderson Bros. 
had, adequate recourse at law against the 
board if the recommendation ofthe commit- 
tee was adopted, and he therefore, refused to 
grant an injunction. The board did exactly 
as it was expected to do, namely, to confirm 
the action ofthe committee, and Anderson 
Bros. promptly filed suit for $15,000 as the 
amount of damages to which they were en. 
titled on account of the unfair and illegal 
award of the board. The cage came up be- 
fore Judge Klein. The defense filed a Gemur- 
rer, which was sustained and the suit was 
thus thrown out of court. 

Mr. Andrew Anderson saidto-day: ‘‘We 
think that we are right. Oneeminent jurist, 
Judge Withrow, toldus that we had adequate 
recourse at luw, and another, Judge Klein, 
said that we had not. We shall therefore 
press the matter to a decssion by the Su- 
preme Court. We shallamend and strengthen 
our petition filed in the previous damage 
suit. We ma again met by a demurrer 
and defeate in the lower court, but 
we shallappéal tothe courtof final disposi- 
tion.’’ A strong port wili be madeon the 
wording of rule 70 of the School Board, which 
declares that all lettings over $100 shall be 
given to the lowest bidder.

STRIKE AT THE CAUSE. 


It is useless to attempt to strike a balance 
of wréng between the Carnegie Steel Co. 
and the workingmen at Homestead. The 
situation is all wrong because it represents 
an appeal.to violence to settle differences 
which should be adjusted by peaceable 
and legal methods, For the workingmen 


there are extenuating circumstances 
which cannot be urged in behalf 
of the Carnegie managers. The 
passionate outbreak of these * men 


arises from a deep feeling of resentment for 
what they regard asa great wrong. They 
feel themselves to be fighting for their 
homes and bread for themselves and their 
families. They were threatened by an 
alien and mercenary force paid to subdue 
them with the use of Winchesters for arich 
and powerful corporation, They repre- 
sented, in a manner, poverty and helpless- 
ness resisting the tyranny of wealth and 
power.

BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


PRESS COMMENT ON THE RESULTS—LIBERALS 
CONFIDEXT. 

J wwpon, July 7.—The Tory papers attribute 
the loss of seats in Davenport and Ports- 
mouth to the Government’s anxiety to con- 
sult the interests of the tax-payer and their 
refusal to increase dock yard wages. 

The Times says: ‘‘Weighed as well as cqunt- 
ed in the balance the Gladstone gains ao not 
amounttomuch. The appearance ofa Par- 
see in Parliament is almost a romantic event, 
and the experiment will be watched with at- 
tention none the less keen because it cannot 
in the nature of things be frequently repeat- 
ed. The most striking phenomenon 
on the Unionist side is the imposing Unionist 
vote in Birmingham. The Liberal Unionists 
would remain a power in the State even if 
they disappeared from the rest of the coun- 
try so long as Joseph Chamberlain is able to 
marshal such an imposing array. It is in 
every way desirable thata man with the in- 
fluence that John Burns has should havea 
seat in Parliament. We take the greatest 
pleasure in welcoming him. We imagine he 
will not prove a most submissive Gilad- 
stonian. Itis probable thatthe county vot- 
ing to-Gay will afford some surprises.’’ 

Commenting on the elections, and partic- 
ularly those of yesterday, the Standard (Con- 
servative) considers that the Liberal attack 
on London failed, whilst it will take many 
minor advantages to console them for Bir- 
mingham’s splendid demonstration. Mr. 
Burns is likely to proveathorn in the flesh 
of his allies. Unless the Liberals do much 
better than yesterday, their enterprise is 
doomed to-day for a failure. 

The Daily News, commenting on yesterday’s 
election, says: ‘*‘The more cheering progress 
made by the Liberals yesterday strengthens 
the inference in favor of the return of Mr. 
Gladstone by an adequate if not substantial 
majority.’”’ 

The Chronicle, again reminding the Liberal 
party that their losses are due to disregard 
ofthe claims of labor, calis the Battersea 
victory the prize result of the London eilec- 
tions.

CHOLERA’S SPREAD. 


NOVGOROD FAIR NOT ABANDONED—RESISTING 
SANITARY REGULATIONS. 

St. PETERSBURG, July 7.—Cholera continues 
to spread in trans-Caucasus, It has been 
.ecided not to postpone the Nijni-Novgoroda 
Fair. Officials have been sent there and to 
Moscow to consult members of the Exchange 
Committee about the disinfection of goods 
and other precautionary means. 

The Standard’s St. Petersburg dispatch says 
the sanitary commission has voted 16,000 
rubles to establish a disinfecting room ineach 
ofthe four principal hospitals of thecity, 
and aleo 750 beds for cholera patients. The 
Chief of Police Department of the city re- 
cently demanded a vote of 100,000 rubles 
fromthe municipal authorities for Sanitary 
work. The money was refused by the city, 
and the work now falls on the Sanitary 
Board. 

FATAL FANATICTSM. 

VIENNA, July 7.—The 7agebdiait publishes the 
following: Halfithe population of Astraknan 
resisted the taking of sanitary measures. 
Crowds filled the streets, making a monstrous 
demonstration against official interference, 
asserting that the epidemic had disappeared 
on previous occasions without the taking of 
special measures. They regarded the plague 
As a visitation of providence. More than half 
the people in the streets were Orthodox Rus 
sians, many of whom paid severe penalties 
rather than execute the sanitary measures 
required. The port of Astrakhan is crowded 
with ships which are refused admission tothe 
Volga.

BLACKSNAKE AND RATTLER, 


The Constrictor Wins After a Desperate 
Battie on the Florida Sand. 


From the Florida Times-Union. 


A thrilling fight between a blacksnake and 
@ rattlesnake was witnessed on the Cum- 
mings Orange grove by a party of gentiemen 
from Daytona. For several weeks past a 
blacksnake about ten feet long has made its 
headquarters under an old crib on the grove, 
appearing occasionally, but never allowing 
himself to be killed. He was as large around 
as one’s wrist, andas flercea looking feilow 
as one would wish toencounter. The gentle- 
men were sitting under a large palmettotree, 
enjoying the pleasant afternoon, when they 
noticed a rattlesnake creep slowly and 
cautiously out from a brush heap and coil 
himself with head inthe air and eyes turned 
toward the party, as if to say, ‘‘iere I am.’’ 
One gentleman seized a club, but the other 
persuaded him to delay the attack and watch 
the reptile fora while and see what it would 
do. ‘they ghad a chance to size up the 
stranger, Which was about six feet longand 
ofa grayish striped color. In a few minutes 
the black snake was seen to appear from 
under thecrib, fifty feet distant, and move 
slow ly toward the rattlesnake. 

‘‘Now fora fight,’’ said Mr. Bert Walker, 
and the party drew back to give the reptiles 
a full show. Noiselesslty came the huge black 
fellow, carrying his head highintheair and 
occasionally droppingit, apparently study- 
ing the ground around which he was to make 
the attack. It was plainly evident thatthe 
biack snake wanted to fight. When within 
twenty feet of the other creature he stopped, 
raised his head, and the rattlesnake saw him 
for the first time. The ground between them 
was clear,not a stick or a stone being noticed 
for many yards. 

The rattler raised his head and threw out 
his tongue and seemed to be prepared for an 
encounter. They really reminded one of a 
couple of desperate men just entering the 
arena forafighttothedeath. Presently the 
black champion started on acircle around his 
prey, getting nearer to the rattler every min- 
ute. The rattier never tock his eyes from the 
approaching enemy, and his-head going 
around reminded the lookers-on of the move- 
ment of acorkscrew. When within six feet 
of the rattler the black fellow flew around so 
fast that you could hardly tell what it was. 
It was like takinga stringtied toa stick and 
twirling it with all one’s might. Suddenly 
the two came togetherand immediately be- 
came entwined about each other,rolling over 
and overin the dust. This lasted for fully 
five minutes. Then there wasalull andthe 
black snake was seento have his adversary 
by the throat with his mouth. His body was 
twisted avout the rattler’s body and every 
few seconds he would give a squeeze that 
sent the rattler so much further toward his 
end. ° 

In ten minutes the black hero droppei the 
body of his victim, drew himself up, took 
one last look, andthen wound off into the 
brush. 

It wasa rare and remarkable scene and 
thoroughly enjoyed by allof the party. One 
of the gentlemen raised upthe dead rattler 
ona stick and found that he was terribly 
gashedand mangled. Like the boa con- 
strictor, the black snake does not bite, but 
crushes out the life of Its victim.

CAN HARDLY RECOVER. 


Albert Tolsch, Struck in the Head bya | 
Stray Bullet. | 


Albert Tolsch, the l4-year-old boy who was 
struck by a bullet from Chief of Detectives 
Desmond’s revolver yesterday afternoon, 
lies in a precarious condition at his home, 1914 
North Fourteenth street. A maddened

Tolsch fell just after one of Desmond’s 
shots, anda as the Chtef of Detectives was the 
only one firingatthat very moment it must 
have been one of the bullets from his weapon 
which hit the boy. Desmond took 
this view of it ani manfully 
stated that it must have been his shot. He 
immediately telephoned for physicians and 
wanted everything possible done for the 
boy. Everybody was excited when the 
shooting was goingon and Desmond fired at 
the request of the crowd who thought his 
position at the window would enable him to 
kill the heifer. It wasan unfortunate acci- 
dent, but one which could not well have been 
avoided. Desmond felt véry badly when he 
learned that.a boy had been shot. 

The heifer finally weakened by the bullet 
wounds received, zot down on its haunches 
and the officers fired more bullets into her 
and she fell over on her side. Then she was 
hit with an.ax on the head and her throat 
cut.

very recital of which almost takes away one’s 
breath. Eleven years ago there was one socicty; 
ten years ago there were two; nine years ago there 
were ro five years ago there were 2,314; to- 
day 18.500 societies are represented in the city of 
New York at the eleventh annual convention. Nine 
ae ago lremember that there were 2,870 mem- 

ers in the fifty-six societies; five years ago there 
were 140,000 members in the 2,314 societies; one 
year ago it was announced in Minneapolis that there 
were 1,000,000 members, and to that number have 
been added during the past year 100,000, and there 
are now 18,500 societies. ‘ 

I donot trace its growth to the form of the organ- 
ization but to the spirit of this society, which, more 
than any otherfound on earth in this nineteenth 
century. reminds one of Christ’s Christianity. The 
society does not depend tor its existence and growth 
as many ecclesiastical systems do upon the strength 
and compactness of its organization, but, as 
most growing things do, upon the internal life of 
its individual members. 

The binding element inthe Y. P. 8. C. E.is the 
pledge taken by each active member: To that 
pledge I have given close study. Ifit was not in- 
spired by the Holy Ghost, it is one of the most re- 
markable uninspired productions of tle human in- 
tellect. It combines faith and works asthe Holy 
Scripturesdo. Itisafterthe model of the psaimist: 
**Trust in the Lord and do good.’’ Itis after the 
model of the Apostie James: ‘‘Show me thy faith by 
thy works.’’ It teaches that a Christian life is one 
that works from the inner man to the outer; and this 
is what distinguishes Christianity irom all the other 
ethical cults in the world. 

The second part of the pledge is that which has 
made the Christian Endeavor Society a gymnasium 
of Christian activity. The active member promises 
to be at every prayer meeting of his society, and by 
speech, or prayer, or reading, there amongst his 
brethr*n of about the same age, all belonging to his 
own localchurch, to add something to tne interest 
of the meeting. It is because of the general fidelity 
with which this pledge has been kept that the evan- 
gelical churches @ America have during the past ten 
years becoine re interesting. more instructive, 
more protitable the community than during the 
fifty years which#mmediately preceded. 

lf the Y. P. KE. grows proportionately as it 
has since 1 e close of this century will find 
8,000,000 ames upon its rolls. Now there might 
be 8,000,000 names onany roll which might stand 
for only the figure 8 and six ciphers, but let us re- 
member that onthe roll of the Y. P. 8 C. E. it 
stands for 8,000,000 of real things; and that each 
one of those real things is human; and that each of 
those human beings is young; and that those 
Christian young persons are ecgaged in constant 
conservative and aggressive work for real vital 
Christ-like Christianity regardiess of all scientific 
theology and all mere Mihsn 5 ecclesiasticism. 

During the life time of our young society the 
question of Christian union has attracted more inter- 
est than ever before since the Reformation. I do 
not attribute thisinterest to the existence of our 
rma oe although no yiolence would be done to 
arene ilities ifsuch a statement were made, but I 

© wish to call attention to the immense promotion 
of Christian unity by the increase of interdenomi- 
national intercourse which has been brought about 
by our societies. The ecclesiastical arene have all 
been cold, faulty, pragmatical and im racticable 
schemes, working from without, and binding people 
together with external cords. The work in this 
direction by the Y. P. 8, C. E. has been more ef- 
tective than all other things combined, because it 
has been spontaneous, without plan or purpose, une} 
worldly, spiritual and Christly- 

PRESIDENT,GATES’ RESPONSE. 

In response to the address Of welcome Mer- 
rill E. Gates, President of Amherst College, 
on behalf of the delegates, said in part: 

We accept your welcome most cordially. We con- 
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deal of epenteonesece people or he never would have 
made so many of them.’’ The «lory of America is in 
its average people, its average home. We be- 
lieveinthe average people, who méan to ‘‘raise 
the average of intelligence and goodness. And 
these societies are emphatically ‘‘the people's 
societies.”"’

The Zeit-Geist, the Spirit of our 
ime, is for organized effort, for associated en- 
deavor. The life of this last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century is marked by strong associatin 
impulses, Organization is the watchword o 
the time. Labor organizes, trade or 
ganizes, capital organizes, Selfish interests 
organize. Unselfish interests, too, must organize. 
Never before in the history of the world has man 
seen so truly the meaning of the solidarity of the 
race, The longing for associated effort,for affiliated 
life. is felt around the whole globe like avast force 
of gravitation moving all men toward their fellow 
man. » The spirit of the living God lays hold on this 
tendency of the time, lifts it up, sanciifies it, and we 
have the Young Men’s Christian Association, the 
Inter-collegiate and Inter-seminary Missionary Con- 
ventions, the Student Volunteer Missionary move- 
ment, which brings the church face to face with its 
own answered prayers and forces every denomina 
tion of Christ’s people to meet the decisiye ques- 
tion, **Are you in earnest in praying for the 
conversion of the world, and will you 
give as you pray. that these young 
menand young women who are eager to go, may at 
once be sent as missionaries of the Cross? From this 
outreaching of the hearts of men toward their fellow 
men has arisen this latest instrumentality of the 
church, the allied societies here represented. 
Endeavor is the secret of advance. Endeavor is 
the evidence of life. Whenan organism makes no 
endeavor as against its environment, that person 
ceasesto be. Endeavor makes all the difference be- 
tween failure and success. Itis not the endeavor of 
mere restiessness, seeking a change, it is not the 
selfish endeavor of ambition, it is not the 
unsanctified endeavor of willifulness determined 
merely to make things different in order to make 
itseiffeit. Itis the Christian endeavor that is the 
reason for the being of these societies. The ‘*hiding 
in thefr power, the secret of their strength’’ lies in 
that word Christian. Any failure to understand 
this is fatal to the life of a society, fatal to the use- 
fulness ofa member. The movementis to succeed, 
not because it is a popular movement, not because it 
is composed of young people and is popular, nof 
because itis a popular movement of great numbers 
of young people associated in endeavor, however

Marshall McDonald called at the office of 
|} Jailer Craemer yesterday afternoon and de- 
manded a couple of letters wfitten to him by 
a couple of his clients in jail. ‘‘You have no 
right, whatever, to open the communication 
of one of your prisoners to his attorney,’’ 
said Mr. McDonald, ‘‘and I demand those 
letéers. Favoritism has been shown by that 
guard of yours, O’Connor, long enough and 


I’m not going to stand itany longer. Halfa 
dozen people have told me that it is well un- 
derstood among the prisoners in jai! that 
O’Connor has boycotted the firm of McDonald 
& Howe, and that their clients in jail are al- 
lowed no privileges at all that are accorded 
to other prisoners.’’ 

Mr. Craemer denied this, and wanted to 
know the names of the people who had given 
Mr. McDonald such information, and the at- 
torney in reply said that he could bring him 
several prisoners in jail who would say so. 

Mr. Craemer denied that the communica- 
tions between other prisoners and their attor- 
neys were passed through the jail without 
being read, and claimed that it was his duty 
to open all mail received by prisoners and all 
communications from them to their friends 
on the outside.

It was asserted that a bonus 
of several hundred thousand dollars could be 
obtained from the neighboring property 
owners if the Merchants’ Exchange would 
locate on that tot. The movement has not 
yet taken form, but shouid it prove on in- 
auiry that the property can be purchased at 
a low price, an organized movement will be 
made to purchase it. An annoymous cir- 
cular was distributed, giving forty reasons 
why members should vote against buying 
the present quarters. Some of the agree- 
ments advanced were that atthe expiration 
of the lease the. Chamber of Commerce could 
be purchased for $400,000 instead of $600,000; 
that the building was not properly located, 
was notin good condition, and could not be 
put in order without large expense. 

The following letter was received by Presi- 
dent Mason of the Merchants’ Exchange: 

DEAR S1Kk—Replying to inquiry in letter of George 
H. Morgan, secretary, bearing daie July 5, I will 
state that the gross income of the Chamber of Com- 
merce building for the year ending June 30, 1892 
was $81,871.20. There were some rooms unoccupied 
during that time. In that year I overhauled the 

lumbing at a cost of $2,479.30, amd put in an extra 
7ordon pump for elevator service ata cost of } Ngee 
The average cost of the insurance was $3,458 and 
the taxes for 1891 were $9,358.50. The tax®s will 
be less this year. Therunning expenses, includin 
repairs, aside from the above were 317,093, a total 
of $34,456.81, leaving net $47,414.39, and buat for 
extra expease of pluinbing and elevator would have 
been $57,961.60.

FARMER WOODWAERD’S AIRSHIP. 


Coming This Way When It Comes, All the 
Way From the Pacific Coast. 


From the San Francisco Examiner. 


Robert J. Woodward,afarmer of Ventura 
County, is preparing to sail from San Diegoto 
New York ina balioon. ijiehad expected te 
getaway before this, Dut had trouble with 
the gas company aboutthe gas to fill his alr- 
ship, and he may be detained several days. 

Mr, Woodward isan enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of aerial navigation, and for ten years 
has giventhe question the most exhaustive 
study. Inthe theory of the navigation of the 
atmosphere he is perhaps as well posted as 
any man living,but in practice he is a novice, 
never having made an ascension. 

On account of the mountains being lower 
here than in the North, and alsoof there 
belng nearly always a westerly breeze in this 
part ofthe country, Mr. Woodward decided 
to hopor San Diego with his presence, and 
makeit his point of departure, with what 
degree of success, however, remains to be 
seen. 

He arrived in this city abouttwo weeks 
ago,and while awaiting the arrival of his 
balloon has busied himself studying the air 
currents and preparing a peculiar apparatus, 
pene Sang he proposes to attach to his inflated 
globe. 

He proposes by adding two huge white 
wings to the balloon to sail whither he will, 
ascending and descending at pleasure. The 
wings are about eight by six feet, and are 
spread upon a bamboo pole about twelve 
feet long, having two branches from the main 
pole, one on either side, and four cross- 
pieces. The wings are of strong, though 
light-weight canvas, sewed to each piece of 
the frame. 

By working the wings as one woulda pair 
of oars In rowing, the inventorclaims to be 
able tocontrol his movements. Atany rate, 
he has such confidence in his ability to doso, 
that he has notonly spent much money on 
the invention, but proposes to risk his life 


on it. 

The balloon is 36x26 feet, is capable of lift- 
ing 400 pounds and cost $600, It requires 
11,000 feet of gas and about fifteen hours is 
the time necessary to inflate it. Mr. Wood- 
Ward caused to be erected a canvas screen 
about forty feet in height on a vacaat lot, 
where he made anattempttofillit. Being 
afraid of getting water intothe balloon, after 
letting in 200 feet he decided not to take any 
risk, but obtain the gas from the gas-works. 
Accordingly the valve was opened and the 
gas released, — 

Although having no idea of the height he 
will have to reach, Mr. Woodward expects to 
obtain an altitude of 10,000 feet easily. 

if successful in striking the current he ex- 
pects to he says itis not impossible to reach 
the Atlantic coast in thirty-six hours. He, 
however, does not expect to travel so 

uickly, and will take sufficient provisions 
or athree days’ ure: which, he said, in case 
of necessity, would last him six days.

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HIS QUEER DEFENSE 


Louis Ulmer ‘Tells Why He Killed 
Mrs. Mary Eilman. 


BE FEARED THE OLD LADY WovULD 
THROW HIM FROM A PORCH. 


bers About the Shooting—He Claims 
He Recalls. Nothing After the First 
Shot—How the Trouble Started. 


In his-cell in the Third District Police Sta- 
tion this morning Louis Ulmer, having re- 
covered from the effects of his spree, related 
toa Post-Dispatcn reporter the story of his 
killing of Mrs. Mary Ellman; an aged widow, 
at 1430 North Twelfth street last. night. 

The killing was apparentiy without provo- 
cation, and the fact that Mrs. Eilman, a 
widow, was 70 years old, her slayer beinga 
man of 85, adds to the horror-of the crime. 
Old Mrs. Ellman was well-to-do, owning two 
houses in the neighborhood where it occurred. 
She was living with her: son, who 
is married and has a family. Ulman is mar- 
ried also and has several children. He has 
been drinking heavily lately, and came home 
yesterday very much intoxicated. He began 
to raise a disturbance, and witnesses to the 
affair state that old Mrs, EKilman started: 
across the yardto try and pacify him. He 
cursed her as she approached, threatening to 
throw her over the fence, but the old lady, 
knowing that he was drunk, paid noattention 
to his threats and advanced towards him, 

As she did so, Ulmer drewa revolver, but 
Mrs. Eilman evidently believed still that he 
would do her no harm, and kept on her way 
intothe yard. The next moment Ulmer lev- 
eled the pistoland fired five shots in such 
rapid succession that none of the horrified 
witnesses to the scene had time to grasp the 
drunken man and stay him from bis purpose. 
As thefirst shot rangout old Mrs. Eilman 
sank to the ground dead, and the last four 
shots were fired into her body as she lay on 
the ground at her murderer’s feet. The first 
had penetrated the left breast, piercing the 
heart and causing instant death, 

GAZED ON HIS VICTIM. 

Fora brief space of time Ulmer-stood above 
the body of Mrs. Eilman, gazing steadfastly 
at the dead face of his aged victim. Then he 
staggered across the yard with eyes still 
turned toward the body, and when Officers 
McSheehy and Maher arrived onthe scene 
and placed the murderer under arrest he was 
still gazing fixedly at the corpse of the woman 
he had slain. Ulmer was taken tothe Third 
Dictrict Station; apparently almost dead 
drunk, Placed ina cell there he threw him- 
self on a bench and stubbornly refused to talk 
of the crime to any one, feigning drunken- 
ness to account for his silence, 

ULMER’S STORY. 

This morning, however, Ulmer made a full 
statement toa Post-DISPATCH reporter, the 
statement in tenor being aremarkable con- 
fession of a cold: blooded killing. 

‘*I have been sick for along time,’’ said 
Ulmer, who speaks English with difficulty, 
and whoappeared utterly downcast by his 
position, ‘‘For several months I was at the 
Alexian Hospital and laterat #he City Hos- 
pital for some rheumatic and heart trouble, 
and Ihave beenout buta short time. Day 
vefore yesterday, while I was sitting at 
home with my wife, I happened to lift up my 
chair and then set it down sothat it madea 
noise. George Eilman, the old lady’s son, 
who with his family lives next door, heard 
the noise, and coming out in the yard he 
cursed me, called me vile names, and threat- 
ened to beat me. Idid not quarrel with him, 
but told him Iwasa quiet, peaceable tenant 
who paid my rent, and that if he hit mel 
would have him arrested. He then started 
up stairs but I shut my door and he could not 
get in. 

‘*Yesterday morning Iwent out about 9 
o’clock anddid not go back home until6é 
o’clock. I had been drinking, and was drunk 
when I got home. I had a pistol which I 
kept inadrawer inmy room, and fearing 
some trouble with George Eilman,I got it 
and putitin my pocket. Then I went and 
sat downonthe porch which looks down in 
the yard, 

‘*T had not been there long when old Mrs. 
Eilman began to complain that I was making 
too much noise, although I was not. She 
stood in the yard and cursed me, and said 
she would come up and throw me over the 
railing of the porch. Finally she did start up 
to carry out her,threat.

Found an Infernal Machine. 


NEW YorK, July 7.—A peculiar and ugly 
looking infernal machine was brought into 
the Mulberry Street Station last evening by a 
policeman. It had been picked up in the 
doorway of John K. Meyers’ saloon.

cartridge shell filled with powder and 
securely wadded at the opposite end.
